The  lU-Purdue  Convoca- 
tion Series  brought  D  ihe  campus 
last  Wednesday  Dr.  Charles 
Hurst,  Pfesidenl  o[  Malcolm  X 
College  of  Chicago. 

TTie  program  started  with  an 
introduction  bv  Miss  Joanne 
Shade  of  lU-Purduc.  After  that 
Dr.  Hurst  sinned  by  citmg  that 
il  is  only  two  days  until  the 
anniversary  of  the  deaths  of 
Black  I\inthcrs  Hampton  and 
Clark  (a  student  at  ^blcolm  X^ 
"Maybe  it  all  would  have  been 
worth  while,  if  there  would  have 
been  some  changes  in  ihe  coin- 
lr>-."  But  there  were  no  changes, 
and  this  situation  is  due  niainly 
to  a  lack  of  insight  by  many 
people  into  current  problems. 

He  talked  of  the  myth  of 
integmtion,  which  lo  the  Negro 
is  a  "ficlicious  carrot  thrust 
before  him  on  a  slick".  It  can- 
not ever  be  achieved,  for  in- 
tef^^tion  means  a  coal  of  while 
ptiint  on  the  Negro  and  a  dis- 
appearance of  identity  and  cul- 
ture. Ill  is  is  what  today's 
Negroes  will  not  stand  for,  for 
it  means  a  death  lo  the  Nef^o 
race.  Today's  mililanls  have  ig- 
nored the  idea  of  intep^tion, 
is-hile  the  NAACP  and  Urban 
League  go  on^sccomplishing 
nothing  even  with  Civil  Rights 
Legislation. 

Ifick  consciencness  can 
only  be  acknowledged  and  main- 
tained by  Blacks.  White  goals 
and  life  styles  maim  this. 
"When  people  are  isolated,  they 
must  keep  their  own  folkways, 
culture,  and  mores."  Who  is  to 
say  whether  or  not  this  stepping- 
to-your-own -drummer  will  not 
[Toduce  supremacy  rvlher  than 
equality. 

TTic  Black  Consciencenesa 
mo\-emenls  have  slowly  begun. 
TTiey  work  in  psychological 
means  to  promoted  Black  iden- 
tity  dignity   and  purpose-  He 


natural  haircut  i 
mcaos  to  hold  together  Black 
Unity.  Black  is  Beautiful  move- 
ments are  another.  Cultural 
movements  arc  yet  unolhcr.  The 
shame  incurred  upon  Blacks  by 
ihe  whilcsociety  has  led  to  not 
invisibility  and  conformity,  as 
in  the  post;  rather  it  has  led  lo 
defiance  aid  open  rebellion. 

Howcan  a  Black  child  ^rtrw 
to  be  a  Black  Man?  If  he  is  a 
"good  boy",  he  conforms  to  a 
ivbite  image.  If  he  questions,  he 
isjobclleda  "bad  boy"  .  How 
can  changes  he  made?  Dr.  Ifirsl 
feels  that  changes  in  ethnical 
slniclure  must  come  with  youths 
(especially  Balck  youth)  dis- 
satisfaction of  militancy.  Tliis 
nation  has  a  heritage  of  mili- 
tancy. This  nation  spends  mil- 
lions to  go  to  the  mooil-see  no- 
ihing-ond  call  it  beautiful.  Per- 
haps, Di:.  Hurst  says,  nuclear 
weapons  are  the  key  lo  making 
earth  beautiful.  Tliink  about 
that. 

Black     Studies      programs 
have  potential,  wt  the  ones  to- 
day that  are  faulty  and  damaging, 
hpt  the   ones   written  by  while 
writers  who  are  slanted  .

How  can  one  voice  be  raised  as  lo  be  heard  above  ihe  atif- 
linf;  quiet  of  opothy?  Wiere  ofc  ihe  loud  libefala,  the  righteous 
conservatives,  and  ouf  national  jelly  o[  moderales?  In  terms  of 
tnnffible  accomplishnKots  tov>'ard  rehabilitation  of  the  handicap- 
ped, they  are  invisible. 

For  everyone  has  forgollen  the  handicapped. 

Lei  us  rehabilitate  the  handicapped  by  making;  certain  that 
■here  are  no  mmps  From  parkin);  lot  to  buklding,  by  building  doors 
wliich  ore  not  wide  enoufi^  for  wheel  chaira  lo  pass,  by  placing 
unnecessary  doors  into  classroom  corridors  which  cannot  be 
opened  From  a  wheel  chair,  by  providing  im  exits  For  handicapped 
persons  which  can  be  utilized  only  ihrouRh  use  oF  elevators,  by 
ignoring  the  enormous  Financial  burden  oF  the  handicapped,*  by 
p-oviding  rest  room  facilities  ivhich  are  too  narrow  for  wheel 
chaira,  or  by  placing  vending  machines  in  ihe  cafeteria  which 
cannot  be  used  by  handicapped  students  because  the  coin  slots 

TTie  handicapped  rarely  cry  for  sympathy.  Rarely,  even,  does 
a  handicapped  person  voice  the  realities  of  his  situation  lest  it 
bo  interpreted  as  a  call  for  sympathy.  'Hiis  ivritcr,  knowing  full 
will  that  he  cannot  fully  comprehend  the  pli^t  of  being  handi- 
capped, has  extracted  ihrou^  on  interview  with  a  handicapped 
individual  a  partial  glimpse  of  what  it  means  lo  be  handicapped. 

It  means  building  an  ego  through  enduring  needless  hardship. 

But  wliol  can  one  voice  accomplish  when  speakinR  oE  the 
problems  of  the  ofdicled  to  the  comFortabIc?  The  handicapped 
individual  soon  learns  that  his  plif^t  is  Ihe  concern  solely  of 
himself.  And,  so,  he  quietly  and  determinedly  makes  as  much  as 
be  can  from  a  rolten  situation.  A  detestable  situation  caused  by 
all  of  us  -  -  the  invisible  "ccmcemed"  genemtion.
